SPOKANE, August 7.—From «U di- 


rections curious spectators are flock- 
ing to Davenport to view the body 
of Harry Tracy, the Oregon bandit who 
killed himtelf In Farmer Eddy's wheat 
field Tuesday night. 


The body is still in the undertaking 


rooms, but the inquest has been started 
in the Court House. It is doubtful if 
this is completed before tomorrow as 
witnesses from Oregon who are wanted 
may not arilve in time today. 


It Is now believed that the body of 


Tiacy will be sent back to Salem, Ore.. 
for burial at the penitentiary. It is 
thought it may arrive in Spokane on 
Saturday morning. 


Attorney Maurice Smith of Creston, 


one of the posse that fought the last 
battle v\ith Tracy In expected to ac- 
company the body, representing the 
Creston men who claim the reward. It 
ib believed the famous 20-30 rifle will 
bt sent to the Oregon officials while 
Trarv's other weapons may be distri- 
bute am jug the Creston posse. 


Sheriff Gardner still holds the horses 


stolen by Tracy, while other relics, 
such as the bandit's cartridge belt, a 
bloody handkerchief and the strap with 
which he bound his wounded leg are 
already v, idely scattered over eastern 
Washington. A new story of Tracy's 
wonderful daring has come to light. 
Mi. McGregor, the keeper of a livery 
stable at Wilbur, on viewing Tracy's 
bod}, positively Identified him as a 
man who came to his stable in Wilbur 
last Friday night. He «ays Tracv had 
two horses, which he ordered put up 
£01 the night. He also left hisi rifle 
and a bundle, asking the unsuspecting 
livervman to take care of them, till 
morning. 


Where he spent the night is not 


known, though it ,is said he ate at 
least one meal in a restaurant In the 
tow n.

Knno. Nevada, or elsewhere, within one 
year of the granting of the divorce in 
Ihis State, is legal, it being the opin- 
ion of the court that the legislative 
law fin-bidding such marriages within 
a year of the filing of the decree was 
not properly drawn up, because it 
dot's not make the granting of absolute 
divorce a matter of u year's delay. 


Hit' Supreme Court holds that under

la\v the divorce is absolute as 


sniin as the decree is recorded.

of marriages which have been solemn- 
iurd at Reno, Nevada, with a view to 
i-.scapiiifi- the clause in the California 
divnrro liiws providing for a year's 
delay after the granting of a divorce 
in this State before either of the di- 
vorced pnrtit's can wed again.

BRYAN ON TRUSTS. 


I 


N a speech delivered at Augusta, Maine, Mr. 
Bryan had the following to say on the trust 


question: 


"The Republican party will never prosecute the 


trusts. 
It will spend more time warning you not 


to hurt a good trust than in trying to hurt the 
bad trusts. 
They say that some trusts are good 


anu some are bad, but most of those who say so 
have never been able to distinguish which are the 
good and which are the bad. 
If you are going to 


destroy the trusts you have got to do it with the 
theory that there are no good trusts. I assert that 
private monopolies are indefensible and intolerable. 
I care not whether a monarch be good or bad; I 
hate a monarcy that creates a king. I hate a private 
monopoly that gives men this power over their fel- 
low men. 


"I go on the theory that God never made a man 


good enough to stand at the head of a private mon- 
opoly and decide every day questions where his in- 
terests are on one side and yours on the other. 
Did you ever know a Judge so good that you would 
let him try a case if he sued you or you sued him ? 
You sever knew of a man good enough to sit on 
the jury and be one of twelve men to decide 
his own cause. And yet a man at the head of a 
private monopoly decides how much water there 
will be in the stock of the corporation, how much 
he will charge you if you can't buy elsewhere, 
and how much he will make you pay in dividends 
on money never invested in the enterprise. 
If I 


knew of a man good enough to be entrusted with 
this almost unlimited power I would be afraid to go 
to sleep at night for fear he would die before morn- 
ing and some bad man would get in there. 


"Now I believe that you Republicans are op- 


posed to trusts, but what surprises me is that be- 
ing opposed to trusts you do not vote as you think. 
You tell me that you cannot trust the Democratic 
party to destroy the trusts. 
I tell you that the 


trusts know more about than you do. They would 
not risk the chance of the Democratic party's de- 
stroying them. 
Isn't it strange that you should 


find yourself in company with these men who plund- 
er you every day and yet you vote to keep in power 
the men whom they select to prevent the execu- 
tion of the law. I want to destroy the trusts and I 
want to tell you that I go further than those who 
merely say, take the tariff off a trust-made article. 
I want to take the traff off a trust-made article. 
Nine years ago I introduced a bill in Congress to 
put on the free-list every trust-made article, and 
I 
id it because I believe that they are practicing 


extortion. I would like to see on the free list every 
trust-made article, and I believe it would help and 
be a step in the right direction. 


"But further than that my objection to the trust 


is not merely that it practices extortion. That is 
bad, but we can stand it for we can do without the 
article; but what I object to most is that the trust 
destroys individual enterprise and shuts the door 
of opportunity against your boy and my boy, and I 
am not willing to stop with putting the trust-made 
article on the free list. 
I want legislation that 


will make it possible for any private monopoly to 
exi'.t in the United States. I want the doors open 
to the humblest boy in the land. I think I can make 
my living, and I am not sure but what I can help 
my boy to make his, but, my friends, we cannot con- 
trol our children or their welfare beyond our own 
lives. I am not willing to have a government good 
for trust magnets and their sons and sons-in-law. I 
am not willing to have a government good for law- 
yers or bankers or financiers. I want a govern- 
ment that will protect every citizens in the enjoy- 
ment of life and liberty and in the pursuits of hap- 
piness, and guarantee to every citizen a fair share 
of the proceeds of his own toil, and then my boy can 
take his chances with other people's boys in this 
country. 


"I want to ask you Republicans if you are not 


interested in protecting individual enterprise. What 
do you find today. You can go into a business, no 
matter how much you are experienced, no mat- 
ter haw honest, how industrious, how persevering 
and tomorrow a man will come representing some 
great trust and give you your choice between bank- 
ruptcy and conspiracy against your fellows. That 
is what it is today. No man is, safe. They are driv- 
ing out the small business man and small manu- 
facturer and they are making it more and more diffi- 
cult for a man to aspire to independence in this 
country." 


P. F. Collied, the New York publisher, denies 


the report that he is at the head of a $10,000,000 
trust to buy up one hundred newspapers in that 
btate and publish them under one management, 
buch a plan has been considered in past years by a 
number of men, but has never reached the practical 
stage. 
A combination would result in publishing 


a higher class of papers, in some respects, because 
the initial cost would be divided among so many in- 
stead of being borne by each singly. 
But the 


strength of the local paper is the confidence people 
feel in it, and whenever the managemnt is takn from 
any town and placed in an impersonal trust, the re- 
sult is likely to be that the people of any locality 
will abandon the trust-owned paper and that an- 
other, owned and published by some local man, will 
take its place. 
It may not be so good a paper 


but it will better meet the requirements of the local- 
ity.

Boca has been for some years class- 


ed as among the has been of 
the 


towns along the Truckee river.but that 
is decidedly incorrect. It is true that 
the mill at that point ts no longer run- 
ning, but a newer and more permanent 
industry has sprung up in the place 
of the demolition of the forests of that 
region. 


There are two 
largely capitalized 


companies operating at Boca. 
One la 


the Boca Mill Company and the otner 
is the Union Ice Company. 


The Union Ice Company is engaged 


in the production of natural ice from 
pure mountain ponds. No ice is taken 
from the Truckee river or any other 
source polluted by sewage. The sour- 
ces of the ice supply are 
Prosser 


creek, Iceland and Boca. 
The com- 


pany employs 40 men the year round 
and In winter has as high as 400 men 
on the payroll. 


During the 
summer the working 


force Is busied icing fruit cars and 
shipping ice. During July there were 
213 cars sent out from Prosser creek, 
226 from Iceland and 126 from Boca, 
making a total of 565 cars. 


There are over a thousand cars of 


fruit iced each month during the ship- 
ping season and it is an interesting 
sight to watch the 
forty men with 


pickaroons engaged filling the refrig- 
erators in the cars. 


The Boca Company piactlcally owns 


the town. It has the title to the town- 
site and conducts a saloon, hotel, store 
and other business houses. The town 
is the terminus of the Boca & Loyal- 
ton railroad and this fact alone makes 
It a prosnerous tov\n. With the ex- 
tension of the railroad Boca will stead- 
ily grow in population and importance 


Another attraction of Boca Is the 


fine fishing in the neighborhood. The 
largest trout ever caught in the Truc- 
kee were taken from the pools, in the 
\icinity of that town. 


A. D. Tounllotte is general manager 


of the Boca Mill Company and occu- 
pies a similar position in the Union 
Ice Company. The latter ships three 
carloads of Ice to Reno e\ery
